PLOT AGAINST 
MADERODETECTED 

Insurrecto Chiefs Take Money 
and Entrap Conspirators 

What is looked upon by Francisco I. 
Madero as a well-laid plot to prevent 
his reaching Mexico City, to overthrow 
his leadership and to start a counter¬ 
revolution was revealed in El Paso in 
the arrest of Daniel de Villers of 
Mexico City. W. F. Dunn, an Ameri¬ 
can, according to a telegram received 
by Madero’s chief military adviser, 
was also arrested in Monterey, Mexico, 
by a detective who had trailed him 
from El Paso, as a party to the plot. 

The alleged plot involves certain 
sums of money which were to have 
been paid out to Madero’s military 
leaders. Madero, according to the doc¬ 
uments given out by him, was fully 
advised of the scheme and allowed it 
to be encouraged. A ten days’ trailing 
by detectives then began. 

The warrant for the arrest of De

SOLDIERS SUN STRICKEN 

More Than 300 Prostrations From 
Heat During March. 

With ambulances filled to capacity 
and private conveyances pressed into 
service to carry the sick and footsore, 
and a record of more than 300 pros¬ 
trations, the first separate brigade ot 
4000 men, General A. Mills command¬ 
ing, struck camp at the fifty-mil,e 
point on its 500-mile hike from Galves¬ 
ton to Houston and return. 

With the temperature registering [ 
from 97 to 106, the column of troops 
was stretched over a line of three j 
miles, while ordinarily a brigade would j 
march in a one-mile line. The scarcity 
of water made the men rebellious, and 
officers were hissed the moment their 
backs were turned. 

Men fell along the road bleeding at 
the nose and others fell in convulsions, 
but the hike was pressed on with the 
thermometer registering higher than 
it ever has at this season of the year. 

The powdered limestone of the ma¬ 
cadamized roads gave forth clouds of 
dust which stifled the parched throats 
of the soldiers who were too proud to 
give up until they fell by the wayside, 
or were pulled from the ranks by 
regimental surgeons, who did heroic 
service in trying to reduce the prostra¬ 
tions. At times more than one-half ot 
this three-mile column was out of line, 
and the soldiers with feet bleeding 
from hard roads cursed their officers. 

It is reported that Turkey has made 
an unsatisfactory reply to the Russian 
note of warning that the concentra¬ 
tion of Turkish troops along the Mon¬ 
tenegrin frontier since the Albanian 
outbreak constituted a serious menace 
to peace. This reply is said to be that 
there is no intention on the part of 
Turkey to attack Montenegro provid¬ 
ing that country abstains from assist- j 
ing the Albanian insurgents, closes 
her frontiers to refugees and refuses 
to shield refugees who already have 
crossed to Montenegro. 


tiAGING GAG itAVES 

A TRAIL OF BLOOD 

One Killed and Six Injured in an 
Indianapolis Contest 


One life was sacrificed and several 
men were injured Tuesday in the first 
500-mile race on a speedway, won by 
Ray Harroun, driving a Marmon car, 
m 401 minutes and 8 seconds, at In 
dianapolis. Closely pressing Harroun 
for’ victory were Ralph Mulford, with 
a Lozier, who finished second, and 
David Bruce Brown, in a Fiat, a good 
third. 

Seventy-seven thousand persons 
shouted encouragement to the forty 
pilots who started the race at 10 
o’clock, and with unflagging enthusi¬ 
asm cheered the leaders in the last 
laps and watched the field pound 
around the course in division of the 
lesser honors. 

In the most serious accident of the 
day, S. P. Dickson of Chicago, me¬ 
chanician for Arthur Greiner, driving 
an Amplex, lost his life in an upset fin 
the back stretch. The race had been 
on but a few minutes and the Amplex 
was in its thirtieth mile when the 
rim of one of the front wheels flew 
off. 

The car twisted on the track, hurl¬ 
ing Grenier and Dickson from their 
seats. Dickson was thrown against a 
fence twenty feet away and was ter¬ 
ribly mangled. He was killed in 
stantly. 

Grenier was unconscious when 
picked up, and it was feared he had 
concussion of the brain, blit when re¬ 
vived at the field hospital it was found 
his only injury was a fractured arm. 

Great Crowd Beyond Control. 

The crowd was too large to be con- 
troled by the militia and the hundreds 
of policemen posted about the grounds. 
The spectators swarmed across the in¬ 
field when Dickson was killed and 
pressed close about his body and that 
of the unconscious Grenier. Soldiers 
fought to clear a space for the sur¬ 
geons when the ambulance arrived. 

The throng was wild with excite¬ 
ment after the first accident, and 
rushed back and forth over the field 
when other accidents were reported.
